Dear  Sir: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  I  have  the  honour  to 
submit  the  forty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  The  Fire  Commissioner  for  the  calendar 
year  196?. 

1.  The  format  of  this  report  is  similar  to  that  of  previous  reports  in  order 
that  comparisons  may  be  made.  It  will  be  noted  that  property  losses  in  196? 
are  the  highest  on  record.  The  loss  of  life  from  fire  totalled  60  which  was 
considerably  higher  than  the  year  before.  This  branch,  therefore,  must  con¬ 
tinue  to  strive  for  more  private  and  public  attention  to  fire  prevention  and 
fire  protection  services. 

2.  The  review  of  the  last  five  years'  property  fire  loss  record  in  table  2  shows 
that  there  was  an  average  yearly  fire  loss  of  $12,199j307*  The  196?  property 
fire  loss  was  Uh.2.  per  cent  above  the  five  year  average.  The  significant 
feature  of  fire  loss  trends  is  that  they  appear  to  increase  progressively. 
We  find  not  only  higher  fire  losses  year  by  year  but  also  very  high  related 
costs  such  as.  Investment  in  fire  protection  building  features  to  protect 
occupants  and  the  structure,  very  costly  public  fire  protection  equipment 
and  services,  the  cost  of  fire  insurance  protection  and  many  other  items. 
A  more  intensive  public  Information  program  dealing  with  the  cost  of  fire 
would  seem  to  be  necessary  to  focus  attention  to  this  problem.  The  problem 
is  not  a  new  one  since  it  has  always  been  difficult  to  channel  the  necessary 
private  and  public  investment  into  fire  protection  equipment  and  services. 

3.  The  fire  loss  increase  over  the  previous  year  in  classes  of  property  as  shown 
in  table  6  was  as  follows: 

(a)  DWELLINGS  I3O  more  fires  -  $14.7)210  more  loss; 

(b)  FARM  PROPERTY  2l+  less  fires  -  $187,722  more  loss; 

(c)  PUBLIC  HALLS  9  more  fires  -  $I^7)i4-2L|.  more  loss; 

(d)  HOTELS  21  more  fires  -  $1 , 14.3I4-,  260  more  loss; 

(e)  WAREHOUSES  8  less  fires  -  $126,224  more  loss; 

(f)  FLOUR  MILLS  9  more  fires  —  $836, 405  niore  loss; 

(g)  OIL  RISKS  6  more  fires  -  $245)137  more  loss; 

(h)  METAL  WORKERS  8  less  fires  -  $1,230,812  more  loss; 

(i)  MISC.  MiANUFACTURING  7  more  fires  -  $1,332,390  more  loss. 

The  large st  fire  los s  occurred  in  a  gas  plant  at  Harmattan  destroying  $1,130,000 
worth  of  property.  Fires  where  the  loss  exceeded  $10,000  increased  by  23  over 
1966.  229  large  fire  losses  account  for  76  per  cent  of  the  total  loss.  OIL 
RISKS,  FETAL  WORKERS,  MISCELLANEOUS  MANUFACTURING  PREMISES,  RETAIL  STORES  and 
RESIDENTIAL  in  order  were  the  highest  fire  loss  property  classes.  More  fre¬ 
quent  fire  inspections  and  more  fire  control  management  could  reduce  these 
losses. 

4.  The  fire  cause  classifications  shown  in  table  7  indicate  a  continuation  of 
the  previous  years'  trends.  SMOKERS'  CARELESSNESS  is  the  most  prevalent  cause 
and  EIECTRICITY,  PETROLEUM  PRODUCTS,  STOVES  AND  CHIMNEYS  following  in  that 


order  are  the  next  most  frequent  causes.  HEATING  EQUIPMENT  using  natural  gas 
fuel  causes  the  greatest  damage  of  all  types  of  heating  equipment  indicating 
that  more  frequent  servicing  is  required  for  gas  furnaces.  All  types  of  heating 
equipment  require  frequent  Inspe ct ion  and  maintenance .  Welders  and  other  trade 
torches  are  the  highest  fire  loss  cause  in  the  table  for  miscellaneous  causes, 
therefore ,  more  control  will  be  requested  by  regulation  under  The  Fire  Preven¬ 
tion  Act. 

5.  The  three  specif Ic  services  provided  by  this  branch  are  fire  Inspection  services, 
fire  investigation  services  and  fire  fighting  instruction  services. 

(a)  The  fire  inspection  services  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Deputy 
Fire  Commissioner  Includes  building  fire  inspections ,  ordering  the  remedy 
of  hazardous  conditlone,  checking  plans,  conducting  evacuation  drills, 
conducting  fire  Inquiries  and  other  special  activities  as  recorded  in 
table  13. 

(b)  Investigation  ef  suspicious  fires  is  a  specialized  service  under  a  senior 
Inspector  acting  as  the  chief  of  the  Investigation  division.  This  divi¬ 
sion  works  closely  with  police  forces  and  maintains  a provinc ial  registry 
of  arson  cases  and  records  connected  therewith.  Incendiary  fires  totalled 
24.9  but  in  all  507  fires  were  investigated  and  recorded  by  this  division. 
The  careful  investigation  of  all  suspicious  fires  is  considered  to  be  the 
most  effective  deterent  against  the  most  serious  crime  of  arson.  Full 
details  of  the  fire  Investigation  services  are  contained  in  table  12. 

(c)  Fire  fighting  training  is  under  the  direction  of  a  senior  Inspector  op¬ 
erating  as  'Chief  of  the  fire  services  division.  In  addition  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  travelling  instructors  of  the  office  who  visit  fire  departments 
to  inspect  equipment  and  to  assist  in  local  meetings  and  fire  department 
projects,  more  formal  fire  fighting  schooling  is  conducted  at  the  Fire 
Commissioner’s  Provincial  Fire  Training  School.  New  equipment  was  added 
and  also  construction  was  started  on  an  administration  building  near  the 
training  tower  to  be  ready  for  use  in  the  summer  of  1968.  The  Provincial 

_  Fire  Training  School  was  established  in  1958  s-t  the  Vermilion  Agricultural 

and  Vocational  College  campus  and  it  now  offers  one  week  courses  in  fire 
department  administration  (3  parts),  a  pximp  operators  course  and  a  fire 
inspection  practices  course.  During  196?  there  were  five  schools  held 
at  Vermilion  at  which  IO3  fire  officers  attended. 

6.  The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office  maintains  close  liaison  with  the  Alberta  Pro¬ 
vincial  Fire  Chiefs  Association  and  the  Alberta  Fire  Protection  Association. 
On  the  larger  Canadian  scene,  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Deputy  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  serve  on  committees  of  the  Canadian  Standards  Association,  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association  and  the  Association  of  Canadian  Fire 
Marshals  and  Fire  Commissioners.  The  Fire  Commissioner  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  ACFM/FC  at  L'Esterele,  Quebec.  Special  projects  with  the 
Alberta  fire  departments  for  196?  included  a  Provincial  Bedard  Memorial 
^n^enn ial "Shield  which  was  established  for  the  fire  department  winning  the 
provincial  firemen's  proficiency  competition.  In  the  annual  Fire  Prevention 
Week  Contest  the  City  of  Red  Deer  won  their  Canadian  population  class  and  the 
Village  of  Carstairs  won  the  Class  F  Awards  Dinner  and  trophy  sponsored  by  an 
Alberta  industry.  The  Province  of  Alberta  won  special  recognition  for  Fire 
Prevention  Week  activities  for  the  tenth  consecutive  year.  The  Centennial 
Caravans  touring  Alberta  were  accompanied  en  route  by  a  fire  pumper  operated 
by  members  of  fire  departments  employed  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  whose  staff 
supervised  this  special  fire  protection  project. 

7.  The  growth  of  rural  fire  protection  continues  in  that  there  are  I6  counties 
and  M.D.’s  organized  for  fire  protection  coverage  and  another  19  with  some 
rural  fire  protection.  Table  11  shows  nine  counties  and  M.D.'s  have  losses 
of  less  than  $10,000.  The  record  is  kept  for  the  new  study  of  rural  area 
fire  protection  insurance  rating. 

8.  The  work  and  fire  control  involves  our  branch  with  many  government  agencies, 
institutions,  companies  and  individuals.  We  endeavour  at  all  times  to  enlarge 
the  community  of  fire  protection  minded  men  and  women.  We  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  valuable  support  and  effect Ive  work  of  all  municipal  councils  and  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police,  p11  municipal  police  forces,  insurance  adjusters  and 
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The  Fire  Underwriters’  Investigation  Bureau;  added  to  this  we  take  pleasure 
in  c online n ding  the  very  effective  work  of  all  fire  departments  whose  training 
and  technical  skills  continue  to  fill  the  breach  wherever  property  fire  pro¬ 
tection  equipment  and  supervision  fails. 

9.  In  conclusion  Sir,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  prompt,  efficient,  courteous 
and  faithful  discharge  of  duties  of  all  members  of  my  staff  has  made  possible 
the  maximum  of  service  to  the  public.

FIRE  COMIIISSTOFER' S  OFFICE 


SERVICES 


The  Provincial  Secretary's  Department  maintains  district  offices  of  the  j'ire 
Commissioner's  Branch,  located  at  Calgary,  Lethbridge  and  Grande  Prairie.  There 
is  one  resident  Inspector  at  Lethbridge  and  at  Grande  Prairie  and  three  Inspectors 
and  a  male  clerk  stenographer  at  Calgary.  The  remaining  staff,  which  includes  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner,  eleven  Inspectors  and  six  clerical 
staff;  plus  a  lightning  rod  inspector  during  summer  months,  are  located  at  the 
Edmonton  headquarters  office,  610  Financial  Building,  10621  -  100  .-.venue.  rire 
Inspection  work  is  done  by  the  Inspection  Division  and  by  local  assistant  fire 
chiefs.  Investigation  of  suspicious  fire s  are  handled  by  an  Investigation  Division 
of  four  inspectors.  The  Fire  Services  Division  has  four  inspectors  who  inspect 
fire  departments,  give  technical  advice  on  fire  protection  equipment  plans  and 
conduct  fire  fighting  training  schools.  The  Edmonton  Office  receives  all  special 
requests  for  investigations,  inspections,  special  meetings  and  requests  for  fire 
department  assistance.  The  Edmonton  Office  has  a  major  program  for  plan  checking 
of  schools,  hospitals  and  hote Is  and  miscellaneous  types  of  buildings.  The  office 
also  renders  assistance  to  fire  chiefs  in  the  program  of  regional  fire  department 
proficiency  c ompet it  ions  and  the  department  provides  prizes  and  presents  a  provin¬ 
cial  championship  proficiency  award  shield.  The  Edmonton  Office  also  arranges  for 
all  fire  prevention  work  with  other  provinc lal  and  federal  government  departments. 


A  public  fire  prevention  education  program  is  conducted  through  meetings,  film, 
showings  and  spe c ial  fire  prevention  drives,  the  major  project  being  an  Annual  Fire 
Prevention  Vfeek  campaign. 


The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office  provides  fire  protection  advice  and 
to  cities,  towns,  villages,  municipalities,  counties  and  rural  areas 
Industry  and  inst itut ions ,  with  the  purpose  of  developing  adequate  fire 
organizations  and  fire  protection  facilities.

The  fire  fighting  training  work  which  is  continually  growing  more  extensive, 
is  two-fold.  First,  assistance  is  given  to  fire  chiefs  in  their  communities; 
regular  fire  department  meetings  are  attended  vdienever  possible  and  fire  fighting 
instruction  is  given  by  the  Fire  Commissioner's  Inspectors  to  fire  departments 
where  fire  chiefs  request  it.  Secondly,  the  Alberta  Fire  Training  School  is 
operated  during  the  spring  and  summer  when  fac  Hit  le  s  are  available  at  the  Vermilion 
Agricultural  and  Vocational  College.  There,  specialized  training  is  offered  in 
fire  inspections,  fire  department  administration,  fire  department  apparatus  care 
and  operation  in  fire  pumper  techniques. 


The  Fire  Commissioner's  role  in  Alberta  Emergency  Measures  is  to  co-ordinate 
all  municipal  fire  services  during  an  emergency  and  to  develop  an  effective  pro¬ 
vincial  plan  including  sufficient  trained  firemen,  both  regular  and  auxiliary  and 
enough  fire  apparatus  and  auxiliary  equipment  to  form  mobile  fire  columns  and  to 
provide  for  mutual  aid. 


Fire  is  a  major  threat  to  life  and  property  whether  it  is  confined  to  a  small 
family  dwelling  or  attains  the  proportions  of  a  conflagration  calling  for  full 
scale  disaster  control  operations.  All  individuals  can  profit  from  life  saving 
methods  and  fire  prevention  counsel  disseminated  by  fire  chiefs  and  the  lire  Com¬ 
missioner's  Cffice.  The  serv ice s  of  this  office,  including  technical  information, 
fire  inspections,  fire  investigations,  and  fire  fighting  training  are  all^designed 
to  reduce  loss  and  suffering  from  fire  and  to  work  toward  a  fire  protection  cons¬ 
cious  public  in  the  province  of  Alberta. 
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
